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The Return of the “Five«Twenties” trom
Europe.

Tun tiemulous portion ot the Guancial commu-
ity have confured up & horrid phantom for
thelr specml terror, For several weeks it line
becn & common parsgraph In the more melpn-
choly of money columus, “Wouat Il che 5-20s
imvested in Burope should be retuarned Lo this
counlry faster than the market could bear?”
This slnrming inguiry the intérrozator ans sera
for himself. The market wonld be overstocked,
the supply would exceed the demand, and the
price of the 5205 would fnll. Coafusion, con
vulmon, aud fnancinl chars were the prodicted
resnlts,

There sees, however, not to be the least
possible eause for any such anxwety, The Foane
cral Chrontole tells us that “during the last two
montha ten millions of the loan huve been im-
ported from Buropean murkets,” Mas this mtro
duction produced any injurious results? On the
conliary, they were at once absorbed; and the
demand continuing greater than the supply, the
bonds have advanced one per cent. in the face
ol the importations,

We can see no cause [or any of the excedsive
anxiety evineed by some. The reflux action
only comes (rom Great Britain; and of the three
hundred and ffty mililons of our securities
abroad, but fifty millions are held in England,
If, therefore, nny should desire tosell, it 1s more
tbnn probable that Europe will absorb her own
honds, They will merely change forelgn hands,

., There Is always on the continent a vast smount
ol idle capital walting for a securs and perma-
nent investment. This fact 1s attested by the
demand in all countrmes for British conaols,
which bewr but four per cent., while our bonds
are giving six per cent., and are surcol nltimate
redemption,

The eyes of the great mass of the people of
England and Egrope uare being gradually
opened to the undeninble fact that America is
tuliy able to pay her debis. They have stood
gstounded at the sudden rise ol a colossal in-
debtednes: ; they have doubfed, because of the
misrooresentations o which we have been sub-
jected, our ability and wiliingness to mect all
honorable demanvs, Thelr own inlelhgence
was gradually correcting this impression, when
the speech of Mr, Grapsrone at once and [o1.
eyer settled the doubt. *“I think the fuwlure of
Amerioa, as far as finanse 8 concernad, wilt not ho
attended by any emiarrassments,”  This little
gentence has done us more good thao all our
declarations. The frauk acknowledgwent of the
Chancellor has doubled the taith ol the British
people in American secur.ties,

They now sée 15 08 we are—a great nation,
not ounly fully able, but bound snd willing to pay
avery cent we have promised. If there remains
auny fear on the part of toreigners because of the
variety of our loans, it will be removed by the
ad ptien of the funding plan ol the Secretary,
of the Treasury. which will shortly cdme before
the Senate, and which is warmly tavore ) nlike
by Congress, the people, and foreigners.

What it Cost.

T'ne officia! record shows that the total loss of
our armies during the war was 280,420 men.  Of
these, 96,080 died on the tield of vaule or of
their wounds, and 184,331 died of disease, This.
of course, does not include the thonsands who
wele dismissed from the army on account of
disability and went nome to die. It 18 the mere
direct lois of our armies. Probably 300,000 men
would Dbe a small estimate of the resl losees
sustained,

The South lost even more than we did, It
would be no exaggeration to say that one
lion of human lives, North and South, were de- |
stroyed, directly or indirectly, by the Rebellion.

When we remember that this Rebellion was
without any just cause whatever, that it was
precipitated wpon the country by the reckless
wmbition of a few wretched leaders who hated
our ftree institutions, and were intent upon
founding un cmpire upon the corner-stone of
human bondage, we may form some idea of
the load of guilt which those leaders must
earry to their graves, and of the shame and
reproach which bhistory will heap upon their
memories. And in view of this tremendous
ancritice of human life, we may well ask the
question, whethier It I wise, by & temporizing
and cowardly policy now, to plant the seeds of
some future rebellion, aud pave the way for the
sactifice of another million of humae lives ?

Opening ot the Reconstruction Debate in
the Senate,
Tne great debate on the Reconstruction amend-
ment to the Constitution opens to-day in the
Senate, The subject §s one of the most laiportant
ones ever brought before the American people,
It involves the question whether the sacrifices
ol the last four vears—the precious lives lost
and the thousande of milllons of deollurs spont—
ghall be all in vain. It involves also the further
question, whether the untaconisms of the past
ghall be perpetuated in the future: or whether
by the complete triumph of Republican princi-
ples thess antagonlsms shall be forever de-
stroyed, and the nation enjoy a Insting peace.
Upon this great tople we trust the Senate wili
wet with a wisdom and boldness worthy of so
momentous a theme, Let them remember that
the eyes of & loyal people are upon thewm, and
that they are acting not only for to-day but for
all tiree 10 come,

An Evil to be Coirected.

A MORNING contemporary says that “‘there is
good reason for the belief that the examination
into the Merchunts' Bank failure in Washinston
will show that the Government disbursing offi-
cers who made such large deposita In that baak
weie induced 10 do 8o by the payment of inte-
rest on their deposite,”

It s understood that this reprehensible prae-
tice 18 In vogue m other plices besides Wash-
inglon; and this fact probably explaing the
Suftering manifested i certaln officlal quirters
at the proposed removyal of Government londs,
wherever practicable, to the Treasury Depart-
ment,

The evil tendencies of this practice are too
patent to need exposition. The Government
should at once put a stop to It
